AN OBJECT LESSON, 
In a Restaurant. 

A physician puts the query: Have you 
never noticed in any large restaurant at 
lunch or dinner time the large number of 
hearty, vigorous old men at the tables: 
men whose ages run from 60 to 80 years: 
many ot tiem bald and all perhaps gray, 
but none of them teeble or senile? 

Perhaps the spectacle is so common as 
to have escaped your observation or 
comment, but nevertheless it is an object 
lesson which means something. 

If you will notice what these hearty old 
fellows are eating you will observe that 
they are not munching bran crackers nor 
gingerly picking their way through a 
menu card of new fangled health foods: 
on the contrary, they seem t6 prefer a 
juicy roast of beef, a properly turned loin 
of mutton, and even the deadly broiled 
lobster is not altogether ignored. 

The point of all this is that a vigorous 
old age depends upon good digestion and 
plenty of wholesome food, and not upon 
dieting and an endeavor to live upon bran 
crackers. .

Warfare Is More Active Than 
Ever Before. 


/PILAR AGAIN IN THE FIELD. 


GENERAL WAS NOT KILLED AS 
HAS BEEN REPORTED. 


Many Attacks Made on Americans, but 
the Results Always Favorable to 
Our Troops Whose Losses 
Are Small. 


MS&NILA. April 23.—Last week was one 
of the bloodiest of the war since first 
day's fighting around Manila. Authentie 
reports, mostly offigial, show a total of 37S 
Filipinos killed, 12 officers and 244 mem cap- 
tured and many more wounded. The num- 
ber wounded is only partly guessable. Con- 
sidering that fhe Filipinos entirely lack hos- 
pital farilities, a majority of the 
wounded will die. Probably the. week's work 
finished 1000 insurgents. 

The Americans’ 
sixteen wounded, 
private were killed in ambushes 
corting provis.on trains. 

The insurgents have been aggressive { 
most every province of Lauzon, Gen, 
del Pilar'’s band, numbering 300. which 
out of sight for three montns, the leader | 
ing reported killed, has reappeared in 
old fieid about San Miguel. Pilar is 
posed to be again in command, Hie gave 
the American garrison at San Micuel, con- 
sisting of three companies of the Thirty- 
fifth Infantry, with a Gatling, a three 
hours’ fight during a night attack. The loss 
of the insurgents:in th.s engagement is not 
included in the foregoing total, as they re- 
moved their dead amd wounded, but pre- 
sumably it was considerable. 

Twenty Filipinos in the Province of Sa- 
tangas attacked Lieut. Wende, who, 
eight men, was ccouting near San Jose. The 
lieutenant and five men were wounded 
and one private was killed. 

Sergt. Ledoius of the Twenty-fifth In- 
fantry was badly wounded in an ambush 
near Baliung. Lieut. Baich of the Thirty- 
seventh Infantry, with seven‘y men, had 
a five hours’ fight with 400 iInsurvents in 
the Nueva Caccras district. Twenty of the 
insurgents were killed. 

Col. Smith of the Seventeenth Infantry, 
who captured Gen. Montenegro and brought 
him to Manila, is in the isolation hospital, 
suffering from smalipox, presumably 
caught from the Filipinos.

Montenegro, who was formerly one of the 
most dapper officers in the Filipino army 
looks worn and haggard.

One hundred escaped Spanish prisoners 
from the Province of Tayatas, South Lu- 
zon, have arrived at Manila. 

The insurgents have 4% more Spantards 
in that district. Recently the Filipimos de- 
stroyed several rods of the vratlroad Dine 
near Paniquo, in an unsuccessful attempt 
to wreck a train.
